A parking committee to investi- 


gate and make a thorough r Ht 


on what can be done to prt 


sufficient off-street parking in he 


downtown district of Upland was 
appointed today by William Gilli- 


land, president of the Upland 
chamber of commerce. 
Mrs. Sam Rowe was named 


chairman of the commitiee with 
Paul Hottel and I. T. McFadden, 
James Goodban and P. H. McQuil- 
len aS members. 

TYPE OF OWNER 

The task of the committee will 
be three-fold. It must determine 
what property is available or will 
be available in the near future for 
parking purposes, and how much 
it will cost to acquire it and make, 
it adaptable for parking use. 

The third question which must 
be decided by the newly-appointed 
committee evoked considerable dis- 
cussion at the meeting of property 
owners and merchants held with 
the planning commission last 
Thursday. It is whether parking 
lot. or lots should be promoted or 
owned by a private party, a park- 
ing association made up of mer- 
chants and property owners or by 
the city. 

COMPROMISE 

Several viewS were expressed at 
the last meeting, with a possible 
compromise being offered. It is 
that an associaticn might organize 
and get the parking lots started 
and then turn them over to the 
city for maintenance and opera- 
tion. However, no action will be 
taken either way until the com- 
mittee makes its report to another 
meeting of merckants and prop- 
erty owners sometime the latter 
part of this month. 

The impetus to do something 
about the parking problem had its 
beginning both with the chamber 
of conmerce and at several meet- 
ings of the planning commission. 
It was agreed that if more bus- 
iness is, tobe brougtit’ “into the 
“community or if present business 
is to be kept here adequate cff- 
street parking facilities haye to be 
provided. 

Pending the establishment of 
off-street parking merchants have 
been parking their own cars and 
those of their employees in the 
rear of their buildings in order to 
allow more parking space for their 
customers.
